This is mighty unusual 
in this day of big business but that is the reason 
given for the closing of a plant operated by Armour 
in the area and many of the workers felt they would 
be unable to find work if their plant closed.

Population Growth Slowing in U.S. 


The United States population growth has been decelerating 
during the 1960's, according to the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board, while most of the world is experiencing, a so- 


called “population explosion.” 


very one of the last seven years has seen the ‘number of 
people in the United States increase less than the year before. 
In 1968, population probably increased less than 2.1 million 
or barely more than 1 per cent, while in 1961, it rose by more 
than three million persons, or 1.65 per cent. 

The steep decline in the number of births has been the 
dominant factor in population change here from their record 
of 4.2-4.3 million a year in 1956-61, to an estimated 3.5 million 
in 1968. 

A surprising contrast shows a 82 per cent rise in marriages 
and a 28% per cent increase in the number of women in their 
prime childbearing years. Marriages in 1968 were exceeded 
only in the inimediate postwar years of 1946,

Federal and state motor fuel taxes are generating revenue 
at the rate of one million dollars an hour during 1969. This 
will total close to $9 billion, more than the revenue derived from 
any other commodity. 

During the past half-century federal and state taxes from 
this source totaled more than $120 billion—-about the same as 
the total expenditures of the federal government from its estab- 
lishment in 1789 through 1936.

First of all, don’t delay 
filing your claim. File 
early, two or three months 
before you plan to retire, 
even if you don’t have proof 
of your age, Your social 
security office will be able 
to suggest some proofs you 
can use, 


The best thing, Mr. Scott 
stated, is to start early 
in proving your age, You 
can visit the social secur- 
ity office at any time and 
discuss what proofs you 
have and what will be nec- 
essary. As a general rule, 
the older the evidence, the 
better it is, The very best 
evidence is a birth certifi- 
cate made at or shortly 
after birth, but since births 
were not recorded until 
later in most states, people 
now reaching retirement 
age may be unable to get 
an original birth certifi- 
cate, Other evidence, such 
as early church records 
showing age or date of 
birth, old family Bibles 
in which the age was 
entered in childhood, early 
voting or marriage records 
or other old records may 
be used, One of the best 
and most frequently used 
records is a Federal Cen- 
sus Record, Most people 
now filing for social secur- 
ity will be listed on a 1910 
or 1920 census record, You 
can obtain an application 
for a census record from 
the social security office, 
the health department or 
by writing to the Bureau 
of the Census, Personal 
Census Service Branch, 
Pittsburg, Kansas 66762,

In light of the latest 
North Korean outrage of 
destroying, without provo- 
cation, an American plane 
and its’ crew of 3], it is 
timely to recall Candidate 
Nixon’s words of out- 
rageous indignation at the 
seizure of the USS 
PUEBLO, 

‘When respect for the 
United States of America 
falls so low that a fourth- 
rate military power like 
North Korea will seize an 
American naval vessel on 
the high seas,’’ he said, 
“it is time for new lead- 
ership.”’ 

Following up his hard- 
line approach with a com- 
mitment, he said, “‘I pledge 
to you the American flagis 
not going to be a doormat 
for anybody--at home or 
abroad,”’ 

If no affirmative action 
was specifically embodied 
in that statement, it was 
certainly implied, Yet, this 
latest North Korean act of 
barbarism received little 
reaction, military or 
otherwise, at the White 
House. No one could accuse 
the President of ‘‘shooting 
from the hip,’’ as the saying 
goes. Three days after the 
attack, he had not ‘‘shot’’ 


at all. It remains to be 
seen what will or can be 
done, 


The fly in the ointment, 
of course, is the War in 
Vietnam, Through the ad- 
ministration of three Pres- 
idents, this Nation has al- 
lowed itself to become 
bogged down in a dirty and 
costly war, with no end in 
sight and no military plans 
in effect that would hasten 
its end. We have allowed 
the grumblings of our so- 
called ‘‘friends’’ in Europe 
and the veiled threats of 
other Communist nations 
to force us into a slowly 
defeating war of gradual- 
ism, in which the army of 
far superior numbers is 
forced to fight a waiting 
war that benefits only the 
small guerrilla force,

I have long called for 
a policy of fighting to win 
in Vietnam, Until we em- 
brace such a policy, we 
shall never leave that war- 
torn country, and we shall 
continue to be blasted by 
other small Communist na~ 
tions who are convinced 
that the United States’ is 
indeed a ‘“‘paper tiger,’’ 


TAX GAP IS WIDE 
FOR BIG OIL INTERESTS 
Another big haul of in- 
come tax revenues has been 
made by the Federal Gov- 
ernment during its annual 
ritual, but the financial 
strain and pain usually as- 
sociated with this money- 
letting was hardly felt at 
all by some Americans, 
In the current preoccupa- 
tion with tax reform, some 
interesting figures have 
surfaced that show large 
oil companies using their 
generous oil depletion al- 
lowances to make such fab- 
ulous tax savings that they 
virtually skipped the 1967 


tax season, and quite 
likely suffered little in 
1968, 


Shell Oil Company, for 
example, paid only 13,1 per 
cent of $342,022,000 in 
Federal income taxes in 
1967. On earnings of $132, 
762,000, Getty Oil Com- 
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pany paid a meager 2,8 
per cent during the same 


year, 
As if those 1967 tax 
takes were not small 


enough, Atlantic Oil Com- 
pany paid no taxes at all 
on more than $145 million 
of net income, Other 1967 
figures show that Standard 
of New Jersey paid 7.9 
per cent tax on net income; 
Standard of California, 1.2; 
Mobil, 4,5; Gulf, 7.8; and 
Texaco, 1.9 per cent, 

This is a smaller per+ 
centage of net income than 
is paid by a textile worker, 
school teacher, farmer, 
beautician, or almost any 
other middle-income Am-~ 
erican, If this country is 
on the verge of a taxpayer 
revolt, it is under- 
standable,
